History 


Way back in 1973, when the first students of Redeemer College were 
only in Grade 3, a small group of people got together in St. Catharines, 
Ontario, to discuss whether or not it would be possible to start a 
Christian college in Ontario. The history of Redeemer College could be 
considered that of a history of committees. In 1975 a “feasibility study 
committee” was set up consisting of 12 hard-working men. In 1976 the 
Ontario Christian College Association (O.C.C.A.) was born. Little did 


they 

know, most of their 
students were now in 
Grade 6. In 1977, the 
now widely renowned 
Ted Plantinga was 
appointed Director of 
college development. He 
strengthened the ties 
between the O.C.C.A. 
and Calvin and Dordt 
Colleges. In 1980 Dr. 
Plantinga left to teach 
at Calvin College and 
Mr. Justin Cooper who 
now teaches political 
science became the 
executive director. 
Meanwhile the affiliation 
committee was trying to 
work out an agreement 
with one of the Ontario 
universities, but this 
affiliation attempt 
failed. Bill 4 was then 
introduced by the

provincial government which seemed to take away any opportunity to 
open a Christian college in Ontario. But the committee held firm in 
their Reformed faith and did not give up hope. After more work and 
negotiations, Bill Pr48 became law on December 12, 1980. This bill 
allowed the establishment of a Christian college. The first annual 
meeting of Redeemer College was held on May 30, 1981. It was then 


decided to open the college in September 1982, Deo Volente, in the 
greater Hamilton area. The first president, Rev. Henry R. De Bolster 


was then introduced. 


In the last year of preparation faculty and staff were chosen, and 


students were invited to apply. 


As was planned, the college did open in September. It was beautifully 
situated on the Hamilton beach strip bordered by Lake Ontario. On 
Tuesday, August 31, the faculty and students finally met face to face at a

The following weekend a retreat 
was held for the staff and students 
where many discussions were held 
and more committees were set up. 
On Tuesday the 7th, classes began 
at 8:30 a.m. They continued until 
April 21, 1983. Needless to say, 
they were a great success. 

As for the history of committees, 
Redeemer College is living and 
growing proof for all those who are 
skeptics when it comes to 
organizing committees that “all 
those committees” can be 
beneficial. Of course, that is true 
only if you consider that Redeemer 
was worth the effort.
